Steering Most Neglected. 
Probably the most neglected part in

A great number of accidents are 
j caused through Inability to turn the 
j wheels rapidly enough in either direc­ 
tion, at the same time signaling to 
the oncoming traffic, as to what course 
! you intend tak ing. 
Assume you are driving a left drive 
car. 
In mak ing a right-hand turn, the 
left arm is ex tended up and out, as a 
signal, at least 75 feet prior to the 
corner. 
(This applies to ull signals, 
ex cept 
in 
emergencies.) 
The wheel 
should be grasped high, with the riglif 
hand, and turned to the right, as the 
corner is reached—the speed of the 
car being lessened at the same time. 
The left hand should remain at the

until

Similar treatm ent should be accord­ 
ed tires for the same general reasons 
in order that they may deliver ull oj 
tiie mileage which has been built into 
them at the factory.

Capt. Andrew Robin­ 
son built 
a vessel which he masted 
and rigged in a peculiar manner. 
D ur­ 
ing the vessel’s launching as she was 
sliding off the stock s a bystander cried 
out: 
“How she scoons!” 
The cap­ 
tain Instantly returned: 
“A schooner 
let it be!” 
And thus the name came 
into our marine vocabulary. 
Scoon was the word used ln the diu 
leet of that day to describe a sk ipping 
or sk imming motion and is of Scandi­ 
navian origin.

Co ffee usually Is spoken of as a 
berry o r bean , but that part of the 
coffee tree that we use is really the 
seed. 
The trees grow n aturally to a 
heig ht o f fro m 20 to 30 feet, but this 
natural

growers, who keep the trees as low as 
* i.ve feet. 
The cuttin g d oes n ot injure j 
T fhe tree an d it Is far more con ven ien t 
to gather the fruit. 
The coffee tree begin s to bear when 
it is about three y ears old an d It con - { 
tln ues for about twen ty y ears, the 
sin gular fact about it bein g often n o­ 
ticeable that the fresh blossom an d 
the ripen ed fruit will appear on the 
same tree at the same time. 
The fruit of the coffee tree is roun d i 
an d red an d looks like our cherries 
an d , bein g sweet to the taste, is eaten 
by the n atives as we eat cherries, j 
Each berry con tain s two seed s, the I 
bean s with which we are familiar, in ­ 
closed In a skin , with their flat sid es 
together. 
The meat of the fruit is 
valueless, so when the fruit is gath­ 
ered it is d ried so that the seed s may 
be easily removed . 
How coffee first came to he used

y ears in Persia.

The p igs 
ip d» *1 lot receiving no tankage made a 
gain of .74 p ound p er day at a cost gf 
$5.55 p er 100 p ounds of gain. The p igs 
in the lot receiving tankage made a 
gain of 1.25 p ounds p er day at a cost 
of $4.09 i» er 100 p ounds of gain.

addition of one-fourth of a p ound of 
tankage p er head p er day on alfalfa 
p asture reduced the cost of gains 56 
cents a hundred.

Decision of Government to Abandon 
Passive Resistance In the Ruhr Ex­ 
pected to Be Announced Wednes­ 
day In the Form of a Proclamation.

Berlin, Sept. 24.— 'The Berlin gov­ 
ernment’s warning that any 
move­ 
ment of revolt, right or left, would

Probably the most neglected part in 
the training of drivers is that of steer­ 
ing.

Assume you are driving a left drive 
car.

Wise motorists, after driving a new 
car about 500 miles, drain the oil from 
the 
crank 
shaft 
case, 
give

thorough cleaning and refill with fresh 
oil. This operation should he repeated 
at least 
every 
additional thousand 
miles during the life of the car. It is 
of great Importance in prolonging the 
life of the car in that it keeps the 
motor free from particles of grit, 
metal, sediment and other foreign sub­ 
stances which find their way Into the 
inner workings. 
Similar treatment should be accord­ 
ed tires for the same general reasons 
in order that they may deliver all of 
the mileage which has been built Into 
them at the factory. 
At the end of 
every 2,500 miles of service a tire 
should be removed from the rim, de­ 
bated and all soapstone and grit re­ 
moved. The inside of the casing should 
he washed with clean gasoline and 
after drying should be dusted with 
talc. 
During this operation a close inspec­ 
tion should be made of the tread and 
the inside of the casing for any cuts or 
fragments of glass or other foreign 
materials, according to tire experts. 
The rims should be cleansed of all 
rust and paint. Rust on the rims leads 
to quick deterioration if It works its 
way around or through the Hap.

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MOW COFFEE TREES OROW 


Berry or Bean Is Really the Seed— 
Natives Eat Fruit Which Looks 
Like Cherries. 


Coffee usually is spoken of as a 
berry or bean, but that part of the 
coffee tree that we use is really tho 
seed. 
The trees grow naturally to a 
height of from 20 to .SO feet, but this 
natural 
growth 
is 
checked 
by 
the 
growers, who keep the trees as low as 
y ive feet. 
The cutting does not injure 
J fhe tree and it Is far more convenient 
to gather the fruit. 
The coffee tree begins to bear when 
it is about three years old and it con­ 
tinues for about twenty years, the 
singular fact about it being often no­ 
ticeable that the fresh blossom and 
the ripened fruit will appear on the 
same tree at the same time. 
The fruit of the coffee tree is round 
and red and looks like our cherries 
and, being sweet to the taste, is eaten 
by the natives as we eat cherries. 
Each berry contains two seeds, the 
■ <> beans with which wet are familiar, in­ 
closed in a skin, with their fiat sides 
together. 
The m eat of the fruit is 
valueless, so when the fruit is gath­ 
ered it is dried so that the seeds may 
be easily removed. 
How coffee first came to he used 
as a drink is not known, but it has 
been so used for at least a thousand 
years in Persia. 
It was Introduced in 
Europe about three hundred years ago. j

Puts Budget System First. 
1—United support of the American j 
people for the bud-et system, even 
though it means the I0.-9 of un appro- j 
priation for some particular thing the 
community is Interested in.

in tile few years it lins been in use by 
ti:** United States government, but it ( 
will stand or fail according to the 
support it receives from the people. 
2—Adoption 
of 
a 
constitutional j 
amendment to prohibit further issu- J 
a nee of all tax-exempt securities. Sen­ 
ator Smoot holds that the present 
system not only allows the wealthy 
to escape their fair share of the finan­ 
cial burden of government by putting 
their money into tax-exempt securi­ 
ties, but the favorable m arket afford­ 
ed such securities is a constant in­ 
centive to state und federal govern­ 
ments to spend. 
.‘I—Any new proposal for joint fed­ 
eral-state ald should be rejected out 
of band, no m atter how meritorious 
It may seem, according to Senator 
Smoot. 
The plan whereby the federal 
government matches dollar for dollar 
appropriations made by the various 
states for good roads and similar im­ 
provements 
Is 
already

United States tens of millions of dol­ 
lars annually, lait it * worst evil, as­

self not Just whether It Is a worthy 
object, but whether It Is worth the 
cost.” 
Effect on Living Cost. 
While the tax burden is not distrib­ 
uted upon a per capita bAsIs, the fact 
that HOO a year goes to government 
for every i**ruon in the United States 
mentis that It enters into tho cost of 
living In some form cr another fot 
the rich aud poor alike. 
The present 
high cost of living ta attributable in 
no small degree to th** high cost of 
government. 
The analysis of costs of government 
have been completed for Wisconsin. 
Rhode Island, New Jersey, Minnesota. 
Michigan, Kentucky and Illinois, and 
Hie statisticians are at work on others. 
Here are the per capita costs of 
state government: 
Wisconsin. $12.92 in 1922, $8.41 In I 
1915; Rhode Island, $11.84 in 1922, | 
$8.12 in 1914; New Jersey, $18.91 in
